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BETTER TIMES ARE ON THE 
WAY! ~

ep, it’s true. Ham-wise things are going to get better for us. 

Those in the know say we have bottomed out and we are on 
the up-side of the next sun spot cycle. Sure, we are still at the 
bottom, but now the only way to go is UP! But wait, don’t get too 
excited yet. It will be a long slow improvement until we get back 
to the “good old days” of five or six years ago. Remember, due to 
the cyclic nature of sun spots and propagation, nothing happens 
overnight. 
The good news is that since we 
have bottomed out. it can only 
improve! Scientists at Yale Uni- 
versity and the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
(NASA) predict that a solar cycle 
that began in September 1996 
might be one of the quietest and least violent in more than 400 
years. 


Ken Schatten, a researcher at the Goddard Space Flight Center in 
Greenbelt, Md., said the prediction is based on an analysis of 
solar magnetic field measurements gathered by solar telescopes 
in California. He said the findings indicate the solar violence that 
has marked the past 50 years is decreasing, foretelling years of a 
cooler, more smoothly shining sun. 


Solar cycles, which last about 11 years, are marked by violent 
erupuons, or sunspots, on the sun’s surface. These send powerful 
waves of solar radiation smashing into the Earth and its magnetic 
field. 


This radiation can drown radio communications, snuff out navi- 
gation signals, disrupt satellites and even deplete the ozone layer. 
The storms also can send surges along power lines. triggering 
blackouts, or energize pipelines with electrical charges. causing 
shutdowns. 


For amateurs, in addition to the added noise and fading. it can 
mean that the reflection of our HF signals by the Ionosphere is 
disrupted and signals disappear into space instead of being 
reflected back to earth - so there goes our good DXing. 


Amateurs can look for slowly improving conditions on HF since 
the sun is entering a quiet period that astronomers think could 
mean as much as a decade of mild “space weather.” with fewer 
power blackouts, less radio interference and perhaps slightly 
cooler Earth temperatures. 


So dust off that 10 meter rig and save that old sweater for the 


cooler weather.

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EVIDENCE OF 
INTERFERENCE

his is the last of a three part series on willful interference 

and the proper methods of collecting and documenting 
evidence. We have already reviewed the more common forms of 
evidence, such as photos, video tapes, audio tapes, and triangula- 
tion. This last article will address confrontation of the suspect 
and Vigilante Justice. 


CONFRONTATION: This event can occur deliberately or acci- 
dentally. More often than not it occurs accidentally, so there are 
some precautions you must take if confrontation occurs when 
triangulating the suspect. Let’s address deliberate confrontation 
Srst, because it is usually well thought out and may involve the 
ervices of an attorney. 


If you are certain you have your suspect “cold,” it is time to 
review your collection of evidence and have it evaluated by 
someone who has had extensive experience in our judicial sys- 
tem, either civil or criminal. That person may inform you that 
you still need to shore up your case, or he may advise you to 
contact an attorney. There are numerous good attorneys in the 
Portland area, so don’t rush out and pick the first one listed in the 
yellow pages. 


Talk to your friends, neighbors, relatives and other hams. Have 
they ever used an attorney? What was their experience? Would 
they recommend the same one? The Portland Amateur Radio 
Club or the Clark County Radio Club can give you good referrals. 


Deliberate confrontation may consist of a letter from the attorney 
to the suspect, or it may consist of representatives from your 
organization approaching the suspect and making a sincere 
attempt to convince him to abide by the Part 97 Rules. 


Let me give you an example of what is not okay. Just a few short 
years ago an individual in Clark County offered to build towers 
for hams at a very low price. The workmanship was evaluated by 
an engineer and deemed “very good.” A group of Clark County 
. ims ordered a tower, and paid more than $400 seed money to 

get the project started. Later, they learned that the tower builder 
had spent the money and had no intention of constructing the 
tower. 
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The group of hams selected three of their biggest, meanest 
looking members to pay a visit to the suspect. They gave him a 
choice: “Pay now or we break both your arms.” Needles to say the 
individual paid up on the spot (as the hams drove away, his wife 
could be heard giving him the holy dickens). This is not a proper 
confrontation, and should be avoided. 


Accidental confrontation occurs when you are triangulating and 
it leads you to the suspect’s driveway. You may find that he has 
taken notice of your activities and come out of the house to 
confront you. This is not a good situation, and that is why you 
should never be alone by the time you reach the front of his 
residence. At a minimum there should be three of you, with one 
person acting as recorder. That person should take as many notes 
as possible — especially statements made by the suspect. Keep it 
cool and tell the subject that you have pinpointed the signal to his 
residence. If he is not 100% amiable, leave immediately. Other- 
wise, keep him talking and let him make statements that he can 
be held to later on. Thorough documentation of statements, 
attitude, aggressive posture, etc., should be recorded. 


Try all reasonable means possible to convince the suspect to 
discontinue the interference. If that doesn’t work, have your 
attorney handle the matter. Don’t bother with the FCC because it 
will be a waste of your time. 


VIGILANTE JUSTICE: In the section above, we learned of one 
case of Vigilante Justice that really happened. How many times 
have you felt like tracking down the jerk who is willfully interfer- 
ing and teaching him a lesson he will never forget? Bad idea! 
Today the American population is armed with pistols, rifles and 
shotguns. The suspect may have a bigger gun than you do! So 
why make a bad situation worse? This is NOT the kind of action 
we want the members of our ham community to take. 


I was recently contacted by a ham who represents a group in 
Washington. They had suffered grave interference on a particular 
repeater. They identified the suspect and tried to mediate a 
solution. They suspect’s response was a death threat to the son of 
the property owner where the repeater was located. That matter 
has been pretty well resolved now, without littering the hillside 
with bodies. 


The bottom line is that the best solution is deliberate confronta- 
tion through a third party, preferably an attorney. Failing that. 
the next best is a reasonable approach, either by letter to the 
subject, or in person. Vigilante Justice is never a solution, and 
leaves the door open for retaliation. 


I hope these three articles have provide some sense of what is 
involved in addressing a suspect. The next time you are quick to 
accuse the ARRL or the FCC of “Not doin’ nothin,” ask yourself 
if they could have done something with the evidence you pre- 


sented them.

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FCC PLANS ON TAKING 
MORE AMATEUR = 
FREQUENCIES 


From ARRL 


The FCC has released a plan outlining how 300 MHz of radio 
spectrum will be made available for Unlicensed National 
Information Infrastructure (U-NII) devices to provide short 
range, high speed wireless digital communication. The plan was 
initiated by petition from Apple Computer and WINForum. 


While there appears to be no significant adverse impact on 
amateur use of the effected bands, the interference potential is 
still untested 


FCC Commissioner Susan Ness, said the new plan contains the 
potential to create US Leadership in a new world of high-tech 
digital wireless products. “As a result, wireless local area 
networks (LANs) and other equipment can now be developed to 
connect our computers, laptops, and personal digital assistants 
(PDAs) to each other, to the Internet of today, and to the global 
information infrastructure of tomorrow." 


The U-NII spectrum is to be located at 5.15 to 5.35 GHz and 
5.725 to 5.825 GHz, cutting into the amateur band at 5.650 to 
5.925 GHz. The FCC has imposed power limits of 200 mW 
EIRP, 1 W EIRP and 4 W EIRP for the above listed segments 
The ARRL has filed comments opposing any long-rangc 


operation of Part 15 devices in the new bands.

THE DOG

scribed here occurred in the southern Oregon Cascades, east of 
Azalea, (midway between Roseburg and Grants Pass) some four 
years ago. 


irst, | will explain what a Bear Dog is, or at least as much as 

I know. They are a special breed that hunt Bear and Cougar. 
When they are on the trail of a Bear or Cougar, or have one treed, 
they continually bark and How! to let their handlers know where 
they are. 


The dog that I am going to tell you about was supposed to be a 
pet. The woman that owned her told me that. She said that every 
day she would let her out and the dog would take off hunting. 


he owners of these dogs take them out to a selected area and 
.urn the dogs loose. The dogs take off running, searching for a 
Bear or Cougar scent. If the dogs don’t find an animal, they are 
trained to find a road and lay along side it, until their master 
finds them. 


They are all equipped with radio collars so they can be DFed. If 
you are ever in the southern Oregon area on the back woods or 
logging roads, you may see one of these dogs along the road. 


On Cycle Oregon @#$% a Bear dog was running along with the 
Cyclists up near the top of the mountain. I had a bad cut on it’s 
hind quarter and both eyes were covered with pus. A Medic with 
one of the ambulances caught the dog, and a Doctor who was 
with that ambulance, took it into the ambulance and fixed it up as 
well as she could. 


1 was sitting at a turnout near the summit doing my usual 
communications thing not to far from the road on this day, and 
the ambulance transported the dog up the road to me for rest and 
recuperation. She was thirsty and hungry. so I gave her water and 
all the food I had. 


Then I realized that I hadn’t saved anything for myself to eat that 
day. Oh well. A lot of the cyclists would stop and give the poor 
"Nd pooch a pet. When I got ready to leave that night, I turned the 
~og loose. I told a Medic what I was doing and he became very 
upset as he wanted me to bring her to finish. I felt that it was 
better to leave her there for the people who might be looking for 
her, and besides I didn’t have any room for her in the back. As] 
was putting things away in the back I noticed that the dog had 
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disappeared. But, I was wrong — when I went up front | found 
that the dog had climbed into the front of the pickup and was 
waiting for me. She was laying all over my books and gear. She 
really put up a fight when I tried to get her out. I guess she 
decided that I was a good thing and she was going to go with me. 


I finally got her out and found a phone number on her collar. 
When I got to Butte Falls in late afternoon, I called that number 
and talked to a woman who was the dog’s owner. When | told 
her that I had found the dog, she began to cry with joy. mile told 
me they would go up that night and find her. 


She told me they had asked the local radio station to make an 
announcement about the lost dog, and that there was a reward for 
her. She wanted to know where she could send the reward and | 
told her to take the money and get the dog’s injuries fixed up.

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YOUR BATTERIES AND 
“THE BIG ONE"

t’s happened. The Big One has hit. You are doing OK. Your 

house is still standing. Yeah, the power is off, the gas is off, the 
water is off, and the phones are out. You planned ahead. You 
have your 72 hour kit and you still have a roof over your head. 


Uh Oh!! You are trapped in your neighborhood. The bridge 
across the creek is gone and the back road got wiped out by a big 
slide. You and your 483 neighbors are trapped. Several of them 
have severe damage to their homes, and a number of them are 
injured, some seriously. Your neighbors know that you are a 
ham. They come to you looking for help. Are you ready? 


You bet you are. You have your trusty HT and a fully charged 
battery pack. You get on the air and look for someone at the local 
EOC to call. We are all set, right? Maybe. Remember, the guide 
lines suggest that you cannot expect much help from outside for 
at least 72 hours — it could be a lot longer. My HT has a problem 
with this. With the stock battery from the factory I am good for 9 
minutes of transmitting or 65 minutes of listening. That's it, 
game over. 


I could stretch it a little by running on low power, but this 
probably won't get through to the EOC on simplex. (Oops, all the 
repeaters are down, too). Looks like we better get all our calling 
for help done real quick before the battery dies. (Of course you 
could have planned ahead and bought 50 battery packs at $25 
each.) 


There is a little help in the form of larger battery packs. The 
biggest one I can get has a rating of 1.4 Amp-Hrs. This will give 
me 45 minutes of high power transmitting or 5.5 hours of 
listening. This is better, but it is going to take a lot of planning to 
stretch this out for 72 hours. It is still a little spendy to buy 
enough to get us through the next 3 days. 


Alkaline batteries can really help to fill in here. Most HTs can be 
fitted with a battery holder that you can fill with alkaline cells. 
These are inexpensive to buy and the keep for a long time in the 
freezer (Just remember to bring them to room temperature before 
you use them.) They also have a lot more capacity than the same 
size NiCad. For the sake of argument, let's say they have twice 
the capacity — this means that my alkaline pack will let me talk 
for 1.5 hours or listen for 11 hours. Given time for sleeping and 
doing other non-radio things this will probably get us through the 
first day. 


We only need to make two battery changes and we have made it 
through the 72 hours. I sure hope they get a big bulldozer and 
open that back road soon. Another option is a large deep-cycle 
lead acid battery. These are also known as RV batteries. The one 
I have is rated at 105 Amp-Hrs. With my HT hooked up to this, it 
should be able to talk for 58 hours or listen to someone else talk 
for 420 hours. I think the finals in the HT will melt down if I try 
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to talk for 58 straight hours. This looks like a good option, just in 
case they do not find the big bulldozer to open that road quickly. 
Even if I have to use my 50 watt mobile to get through to the 
EOC, I can still talk for 10 hours or listen for 150 hours. This al’ 
looks good, but how do I keep this RV battery ready to use with a 
full charge, and not over-charge it so I ruin it? 


This will be the subject of further discussion. Later this year a 
project night (or after-noon, or weekend) will be held to construct 
a kit battery charger to achieve this objective. 


Technical Comment: The times and battery ratings are for two of 
the radios that I have. Your batteries and radios will have 
somewhat different ratings and operating times. I have used the 
simplistic approach of using the Amp-Hr ratings and dividing by 
the current draw of the radio. This is not particularly accurate, as 
battery capacity changes for different rates of discharge. I think 
the numbers are still close enough to give you the idea of about 


how much battery you may need to ride out a major disaster.
